The important undertaking. to which 
Dr. Biggs has been assigned was an- 
nounced by Governor Whitman at the 
St. Regis yesterday, just before Mr. 
Whitman started for Albany. The Gov- 
ernor said he had been assured that mgt- 
ters could be so arranged that the State 
health work would not suffer by Dr. 
Biggs’s absence. He gave out the fol- 
lowing letter from Jerome D. Gf#eene, 
Secretary of the Foundation, in explana- 
tion of hit’ decisién to gtant Dr. Biggs 
leave of absence:

ROME, Jan. 7.—The conference be- 
tween members of the Entente allied 
Governments was brought to-a close 
this afternoon after a second meeting. 
It is announced that the conference 
established once again the complete 
unity of views of the Entente Allies on 
the various questions down for discus- 
sion, and that the statesmen present 


will leave Rome with a trong resolu- 
tion to introduce greater co-ordination 
in their efforts for. the successful issue 
of the war. 

At a luncheon given by Premier Boselli 
in honor of the Ministers present cordial 
speeches were délivered in which the 
Italian and French Premiers expressed 
absolute confidence in the victory of the 
Entente Allied Powers. On leaving the 
guests were the objects of an enthusi- 
astic ovation, M. Briand, the French 
Premier, and David Lloyd George, the 
British Prime Miniater, being cheered 
again and again. 

Prior to the luncheon General Lyau- 
tey, the French Minister. of War, in 
the name .of* the French Government 
pinned the French War Cross. on the 
breasts of Lieutenant General Count 
Cadorna, the Italian Chief of Staff;

The American Jewish Committee, in 
a statement: issued in this city. yester- 
day, draws attention to two articles 
published in Russien perjodicala as in, 
dicating that opposition to the granting 
ef equal rights to Jews is waning in 
Russia.

“The administration of salvarsan di- 
rectly into one of the brain ventricles 
has resulted in the apparent-arrest of 
the destructive process of the disease, 
which hitherto has usually caused death 
in from eighteen months to two years 
after its onset. Paresis usually develops 
eight years or more after the introduc- 
tion into the system of the germ that 
causes it.

NATIONAL SERVICE, 

A fairly organized movement for 
universal military training—national 
service—began in England ten years 
before the invasion of Belgium, It 
was in 1904 that Lord RoBERTs began 
to make speeches on that subject. It 
was not until 1912 that the movement 
really became forceful. Then great 
crowds heard Lord RoBERTs whenever 
he spoke, the opponents of compulsory 
service entered vigorously into the dis- 
cussion. In this country the movea 
ment for universal training, which is 
now enthusiastically and more or less 
intelligently supported in every section, 
has not yet reached the height of 1912 
in England, Many of the most influ- 
ential newspapers, East, North, South, 
and West, favor the institution of com~- 
pflsory military training; it has its 
eloquent upholders in Maine, Virginia, 
Tilinois, California, Oregon, and Wash- 
ington. The Universal Military Train- 
ing League, which has its headquar- 
ters in Chicago, and the National Se- 
curity League of this city spread in- 
formation concerning the movement 
and are daily gaining converts. But 
we have no Lord RoBERTs as yet; we 
have no movement so general and 
powerful or so well directed as that 
which, in the climax, proved so futile 
in Great Britain. 

We say this much not to discourage 
the advocates of universal training, 
but to encourage them to more stren- 
uous efforts and to more practical 
methods. There must be hosts of fol- 
lowers, there can be few leaders. 
There are, at present, too many 
formulas in the air. Too. many 
prophets possess the secret of a single 
wey in which the country may be 
Saved. The adoption of universal 
service will be no easy, task, and it is 
one in which the wisdom ef soldiers 
and lawyers might be equally useful. 
The great difficulty with the whale 
preparedness movement is that new 
programs for preparation are published 
almost every day. Very few are 
needed. Public enthusiasm is most 
| desirable; but the Military Committees 
tat Washington will work best without 
a multitude of counselors. The army 
/men know exactly what the military 
‘needs of this country are. Let them 
have the first say. 

SELL 
THE RED CROSS APPEAL. 

President Wrttson’s appeal in be- 
half of the American Red Cross, of 
which he is the chief officer, will not 
go unheeded. Our Red Cross is a 
national institution in more senses 
than one, for it is not only the chief 
American agency of relief in case of 
wars and disasters, wherever they 
may occur, but is. practically a de- 
partment of the Government. Its ac- 
counts are audited at the United 
States Treasury Department, its ad- 
ministrative office in Washington is 
closely in touch with the various 
bureaus of the Government. Since 
the European war began the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has received in contri- 
butions and disbursed among the suf- 
ferers in the belligerent countries 
more than $2,000,000, but this does 
not seem a large sum, in view of the 
tremendous amount of relief needed 
and the achievements of the Red 
Cross in the past. 

The record might wel] be improved. 
The Red Cross sends to the afflicted 
not only money and supplies; each of 
its “hospital units’’ comprises com- 
plete outfits fer hospitals, together 
with three surgeons and twelve nurses, 
dixteen of these “units” it has dis- 
patched to countries involved in the 
war; it sent an expedition of rellef 
into Serbia during the typhus epi- 
demic, and it has done much to succor 
the starving in that stricken country, 
There is a great, deal of work before 
it in Europe, and tt has much to do 
here. Its appeal for help seems ir- 
resistible.

LABOR AFTER THE WAR.

In the countries now 
belligerent there will be a strong de+ 
mand for labor after the declaration 
of peace, and the supply of workers 
has-already béen greatly reduced by 
war deaths. It is expected that sev- 
eral of these countries will then seek 
to prevent emigration by embargoes. 
There will be emigration from the 
United States. Steamship agents re- 
cently, reported that thousands of 
immigrants lHving in the West were 
buying passage tickets for Europe by 
paying monthly installments of the 
price. But no trustworthy \forecast 
of the immigration movement can 
now be made. ; saat

A DRY, LIMITED CHRISTMAS. 

A gallon a month is the individual 
permitted ration in South Carolina. 
For a few days before Christmas the 
express companies all but broke down 
in galloning the Palmettos. In Harts- 
ville, a little place, the number of 
gallons was “in the thousands.” 
Persons waiting for other than “ wet ” 
packages were exposed to inconven- 
fence and loss. In Yorkville 2,000 
‘wet packages came before Christ- 
mas, and many, consignees were dis- 
appointed at that. Trains were un- 
conscionably ‘slow, so long a’ time it 
took to unload the demijohns and 
jugs and bottles. In Abbeville more 
than 2,000 gallons “were delivered 
Saturday and Monday.” Some people 
get shipments in two names. And so 
on. Such is the thirst of South Caro- 
lina. And yet even this limited pro- 
hibition “is more or legs ineffective,” 
The Charleston News’ and Courier 
tells us. . ;

THE STADIUM PROJECT. 

The Amateur Athletic Association's 
stadium must not be’ built-in Central’ 
Park, nor must Mr. GuTzon Borc- 
LUM’s plan to transfer the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art to the site of the 
small reservoir be considered. It is 
not likely that Mr. Murray HULBERT 
will long continue his advocacy of the 
stadium project. He cannot afford to 
endanger his well-established reputa- 
tion as an upholder of the welfare of 
the city to train with the little army 
of park invaders. Right-minded men 
have been misled into temporarily 
supporting schemes of park encroach- 
ment, before this; even some of our 
distinguished artists.

A LITTLE SUFFRAGE TOUR. 
' How much knowledge of the proc- 
esses of government, what sobriety of 
thought and language, what reason 
and orderly thought, would the eman- 
cipation of women add to the elect- 
orate, say of New York, since the 
clanking of their chains is again 
heard and to be heard by an as yet 
stony-hearted populace? Here and 
there a commanding voice gives un- 
consciously testimony that hardly 
recommends the Cause to infidels. 
Mrs. CARRIE CHAPMAN Catt, Pres- 
ident of the National American Suf- 
frage Association, said in an address 
at Washington Friday that the Cause 
had been “cheated of five and per- 
“haps more States by willful fraud 
“or fraud perpetrated within the 
“law.” A serious charge, but who 
regards it seriously? The “ forees of 
evil”? are always busy against the 
suffragists. The accusations they so 
lightly bring, after defeat are familiar 
generalities. The brutal sex that 
denies its superior the ballot smiles 
at this heat, It is only “pretty 
Fanny's way.” 
In a Jetter to The Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser, Mrs. Ipa HusteED HARPER, 
Chairman of the National Woman 
Suffrage Press Association, speaks of 
“what seems to us the most pro- 
« gressive legislation that can be put 
“through at the present time, the 
“ national prohibition amendment and 
‘the .- national woman suffrage 
“amendment,” and adds these inter- 
esting and singular statements: 

The State by State method, which 
puts the political liberty of one-half 

the people of the State entirely in 

the hands of the people of the other 
half, is contrary to the foundation 
i principles of democratic government.

Advertiser will admit include the

The submission of a Federal amend- 
ment would not take away the rights 

of a Staté, but would simply permit 
the question to be deciged by its Leg- 
islature, which would be elected by 

the men of the State. 

Mrs. HARPER is one of the most in- 
telligent ‘and distinguished of» suf- 
fragists. Her theory. of State rights 
is delightful, adorable. If the secret 
ballot .“ offers an opportunity for al- 
“most an unlimited influence on the 
* part.of the liquor and vieé interests,” 
must the secret ballot “ go"? ‘The old 
po P ne ed his 
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even successful bribery. Speaking 
of “liquor and vice” interests,” did 
South Dakota accept prohibition and 
reject suffrage? So many nearly as 
important things were occurring in 
the world last November that THE 
Times ‘hag but a faint memory of 
that fact, if fact it be.

Sees 
GROWTH AT THE MINES. 

It was a great year for the mines. 
While the industrial and trade record 
of our country for the last twelve 
months is impressive and extraordi- 
nary in all its parts, there is noth- 
ing in it of greater interest or more 
encouraging than the reports which 
show a remarkable increase of mine 
output. This growth was stimulated 
by high prices and unprecedented 
profits. For example, the year’s divi- 
dends paid by mines in five Rocky 
Mountain States were more than 
$100,000,000. Great additions to out- 
._put were accompanied by the utiliza- 
tion of valuable. material which had 
formerly been thrown away. 

Brigf reference to a few of the facts 
will show the forward movement. At 
the pig iron furnaces nearly 10,000,000 
tons more were made, this being an 
increase of 52 per cent. Copper out- 
put was 2,300,000,000 pounds. Here 
a gain of 41 per cent. in quantity is 
seen, with a rise in value from $242,- 
000,000 to %520,000,000. It may be 
recalled that the companies received 
one foreign order for 448,000,000 
pounds. Spelter output was enlarged 
by 35 per cent., with an addition of 
$60,000,000 to the ‘value of .the 
product. The year's lead was worth 
52 per cent. more than that of 1915. 

The present high rate of production 
cannot be fully maintained after the 
coming of peace, and prices, some of 
them doubled in the last two years; 
must then decline. Probably, how- 
ever, there will be a fair market for 
more than was taken from the mines 
before the war, and the utilization of 
what was then called waste and 
treated as such will be continued in 
the by-product coke ovens and at the 
great smejting plants, where much 
that was lost in past years js now 
saved, to satisfy the needs of new in- 


dustries.

that New York has been slow to realize 
that in Mr. Woops it possesses an official 
notable alike for high character and high 
efficiency. He has made many changes 
in the management of the police force, 
but he has done it so quietly that he 
has avoided commendatory criticism al- 
most as successfully as the adverse sort, 
and though not a few of his innevations 
have been sufficiently original and im- 
portant to have caused much of more or 
less excited comment had publicity for 
them been spught, knowledge of what 
he!was doing has been confined so near- 
ly to the members of the department 
itself that little of outside attention has 
been aroused. . 

Mr. Woons’s subordinate officers, how- 
ever, and the great body of patroimen 
have seen and felt what progress was 
making in the elevation of the force, and 
while it is not, of course, the chief duty 
of a Police Commissioner to attain a 
personal popularity with these whom he 
rules, and while he might do this 
through methods adverse te the public 
interest, yet it is obvious that a Com- 
missioner who has not the respect and 
admiration of his men. could not get 
from them the sort of service a city 
needs from its blue-coated army. 

It is not withoyt significance, there- 
fore, that there has recently been drawn 
up by a veteran member of the Police 
Department @- document which tells in 
detail just what, from the standpoint of 
an expert and close gbserver, Commis- 
sioner Woops has ‘*‘ done for the force.’’

But. the legitimacy 
and the possibility of supporting or even 
tolerating the use of force depends on 
the use being, first,-in the right spirit; 
secondly, in the right way, and, thirdly, 
for the right ends.”’ 

These assertions do Jeave, of course, 
the question as to the legitimacy and 
tolerability of militarism in every case 
epen to the judgment of those using it 
and of those against whom it is used, 
but there are standards by which in each 
instance a decision can be reached, and 
invariably a consensus of enlightened 
opinion reaches a conclusion as to 
whether the ends do or do not justify the 
use of the terrible instrument. 

' That it can be and is misused is a 
characteristic shared by {it with every 
other. good thing in the world, and 
humanity cannot banish knives from its 
list of utensils merely because murders 
are committed with them.

WOMEN IN WAR. 


New Conditions Produce Arguments 
For and Against Suffrage. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

In a ‘recent letter published in. your 
paper Mrs, Charlotte A. Rowe of Yon- 
kers, in answer to a question from a 
Texas correspondent, points to the fact 
that ‘‘the franchise is not a divine 
right,” as suggested, and further says 
“that what Hes back of the ballot, 
physical force, gives it its power ir gov- 
ernment.” To {illustrate this she points 
to the guardsmen who are doing border 
duty in Texas as to what marks the dif- 
ference between a man’s and a woman's 
vote, 

But now comes Mrs. (or is it Miss?) 
Anita Rythenberg, and, in your issue of 
Jan. 2, accuses Mrs. Rowe of having 
“‘ forgotten all about her sisters across 
‘the seas,” and argues that if what lies 
behind the ballot, physical force, gives 
it power in government, then we should 
conclude that the Governments in every 
country in Eyrope where the war is be- 
ing waged should be turned over te the 
women, for if they had not supplied 
the physical power in ammunition fac- 
tories: and the occupations that men 
have deserted, and in their supreme 
service of motherhood, the means to con- 
tinue the war would never have been 
supplied. Just why the writer should 
have considered that the men who are 
directing the war and doing the actual 
fighting are not stifl compete-* to carry 
on the Govetnment, or why woman's 
supreme service of motherhood is more 
a factor in this war than at any other 
period, she does not explain; but what, 
may I ask, is its bearing upon Mrs. 
Rowe's direct answer to a specific 
question? 

The suggestion that the heroic women 
who are doing ‘their bit" across the 
‘seus were being ignored, or that their 
sacrifices were not appreciated, is pre- 
posterous, And that brings me to the 
raison @’étre of this letter: Why is it 
that when an anti-suffragist says any- 
thing to the credit of man, praises his 
courage, his strength, his good qualities, 
&c., her suffrage sister looks upon it as 
a slur upon women? And why does the 
suffragist \deem it necessary to belittle 
man and his works in order to prove 
what a fine creature is woman? For 
this they do every day. Is it not the 
beginning of sex antagonism, and will it 
not lead in time to sex war?

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INCOME TAX PUZZLES. 

NCOME TAX PUZZLES 

Obscure Wording Troubles the Of- 
ficers of Corporations. 

To the Editor of The New York Timea: § 

The phraseology of Government at» 
torneys as reflected in all thelr tax 
forms is obscure to say the least, as 
evidenced by the thousands of in- 
quiries received by the Treasury De- 
partment for interpretation. 

On the face of Form 707, Article 8, it 
states that six, seven, and eight should 
be multiplied by nine to ascertain the 
total stock value. Six refers to share 
value and seven to number .of ‘shares; 
nine refers to the deduction of $99,000. 
It is evident that the multiplication re- 
ferred to would not give the result as 
stated. The Treasury, Department have 
admitted this and now say it should 
read “six multiplied by seven,”’ which 
is correct. 

Under “ General Instructions’ (1) it 
states that the tax is for the six months 
ending June 30, 1917,’ payable in Jan- 
uary, 1917, and under (2) that it is due 
Jan, 1, 1917, for the fiscal year July 1, 
A915, to June 30, 1016, thus referring to 
different years and different periods. 
How many persons will understand 
from the reading that the value of stock 
in the fiscal year mentioned is the value 
on which the tax is to be paid for the 
first six months of 1917? Under (13) it 
repeats what was stated under™{1) and 
adds “will be for 25 cents per $1,000 
ef such remainder’ (meaning over 
$90,000.) Why did it not state all this 
under (1) in a few concise words? 

Again under (2) it states that cor- 
porations having stock issued and out- 
standing, whose market value is $75,00v, 
must make return. This is net com- 
plete in meaning as under. (7) it states 
that every corporation whose stock is 
worth §99,000 must make a return. The 
first interpretation. was that if a cor- 
poration did not have capital stock out- 
standing for $75,000, and of a market 
value of the same amount, no return 
was required. We next learn that if 
the value of the dtock of any gorpora- 
tion is over $99,000 it must make @ re- 
turn regardless as to whether it hag more 
or less than $75,000 capital stock and 
without respect to its market value or 
the amount issued and outstanding. 
Why not have gaid so in the first place? 

The executive head of the largest 
manufacturing concernj in its respective 
line ‘of business comments as follows: 
“I do not see why Federal income tax 
forms should be so absolutely beyond 
comprehension. We have too Many 
lawyers in Cengress.. No officer ef a 
corporation should sign the forms with- 
out legal advice.”

Military Training in Continuation 
Schools Suggested. 
To the Editor of The New York Times; 

Some form of military training more 
extensive and more efficient than we 
have is no doubt necessary. But when 
it is proposed to repeat the folly of Bu- 
rope and squander: the resources of the 
People on arrnies and armament it is 
time to call a halt, 

Before making soldiers we shoulda 
make ntén. The majority of our boys 
and girls leave school soon after reach- 
ing the legal age, with only a smatter- 
ing of education and no business, trade, 
or profession, They grift into casual 
work, blind alley employment, jobs 
which lead nowhere, 

The cheapest ahd most practical way 
to meet the situation is by the compul- 
sory continuation: school. Elementary 
education costs roughly $40 per capita, 
and instruction in continuation classes 
but ttle more than $10. The nation, by 
subsidizing an‘1 co-operating with local 
educational systems, could educate 
3,000,000 young people in continuation 
schools for §30,000,000—a mere fraction 
of proposed military expenditures. 

Sidney Webb, in an article in The Con- 
temporary Review, makes the interest- 
ing suggestion that, if the whole man- 
hood must be trained te arma, young 
men be kept in the continuation school 
until 21, and that the last three years 
be devoted in large part to the neces- 
sary instruction in “military drill and 
marching and in trench digging and 
rifle shooting."" The male population 
would thus be trained without leaving 
home or work, withaut barrack- life, 
without the creation of a military class. 

Compulsery instruction in continua- 
tion schools up to the eighteenth year, 
financed largely. by the National Gov- 
ernment, is the best possible preparation 
for peace or war. It will create a na- 
tien of highly intelligent and specially 
trained men and women.

Syllabus ‘to Ajl Elementary and 
Secondary Schools in State. 


ALBANY, N. Y¥., Jan. 7.—Copies of 
the syllabus for physical training in the

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7,—An_ open let- 
ter by President Wilson, asking Ame#i- 
cans,to replenish the almost exhausted 
European war relief fund of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, was made public today at 
the society's headquarters. . “* It is for 
you to decide,’ writes the President, as 
head of the American Red Cross, 
“whether the most prosperous nation 
in the world will allow its national re- 
lief organization to keep up its work or 
withdraw from a field where there ex- 
ists the greatest need ever recorded in 
history.”’ : 

Accompanying the letter is a statement 
to the public setting forth: that from 
Aug, 6, 1914, to Sept, 80, 1916, the Red 
Cross received and disbursed for ‘Bu- 
ropean war relief $2,144,068,17, of which 
supplies used in allied countries repre- 
sented $1,121,766.25, and supp age for the 
Central Nations $348,669.48, o Presi- 
dent’s letter follows: , 

Another Winter closes around the 
great European struggle and, with the 
eold, there comes speoter need among 
soldiers in the fighti line and in 
the hospitals, and still more amon 
the women arid children in ruine 
homes or in exile. This country, at 
‘peace, blessed with prosperity, can 

ardly' imagine the needs, but it can 
hel a meet them. 

Of great i rtance among. the 
agencies which have expressed our 
sympathy with suffering humanity 
among the belligerent nations has been 
the American Red Cross. This organi- 
tzation of our countrymen has brought 
relief to every nation in the great war. 
Its 8 workers have cared for the 
wou of every army, have gone 
forth through the desolate Siberian 
plains to bring help to thousands of 
prisoners, have fought disease in 

estilence-ridden Serbia, and have 
rought hope to countless noncom- 
batants, women, and children. 

erever these Red Cross men 
women go, they are carrying the meas- 
sage that Americans gannot rest with- 
out seeking to relieve such suffering.

Warns Educational 
That Liberty Is Not All Profit 
and No Sacrifice. 


REFORM HABIT OF MIND 


Newcomer Must Be Taught That 
Free People Have No Rights 
but Many. Duties. 


Americanism, patriotism, and loyalty 
to country marked addresses last night

Lee Kohns, a member of the Board of

, Samuel Strauss struck a new note in 
the speeches by emphasizing the duty 

“of the alliahce as being the unqual- 
ified Americanization of the immi- 
srant. 
ae The original purpose of the Educa- 
tional Alliance was the Americanization 
of tne immigrant and that is an its 
purpose,” said Mr. Strauss. It is 
gratifying to find i so. At a 
time when many ideas, especially 
those in the field of philanthropic and 
social work, have been found misdi- 
recting, it is good to realize that the 
thought of the builders of this institu- 
tion has stood the test. 

* Americaaization means two things. 
One of them is allegiance. The Ameri- 
can citizen muy have no paces! bond 
whatsoever, cither in thought, in word, 
or in deed, with any land but America. 
His love for father and mother left be- 
hind in a ‘fatherland of pleasant asso- 
ciations, his love for. art, even his re- 
ligion may hold a place in some coun- 
try ether than this, but his political al- 
legiance must be confineq to the land 
of his adoption; his love for her and 
her institutions must be marked with 
the zeal of the cohvert.

shall be exercised over a man’s busi- 
ness by a governing body in the world 
of sport. These are the two things 
which the Executive Committee of the 
United .States National Lawn Tennis 
Association attempts to regulate in the 
rule which it proposes. 

Dr. Hardy is convinced that the aims 
are too far-reaching; that they will put 
prohibitive limitations on players who 
have never offended against the spirit 
of amatéurism, but who, by engaging 
in the sporting good business, will bring 
themselves under acts of disbarment. 
He does not condone any tendency to- 
ward professionalism or commercialism. 
these creep into the sport, he 
would give the Executive Committee 
power to act against any individual 
who prostituted his tennis fame. As for 
the sporting goods business in itself, he 
expresses the view of many tennis men 
when he says that those who honestly 
engage in it should be under no more 
condemnation than others in varied lines 
of business.

Oregon’s Good Eleven. 


Football as played by the college 
elevens on the Pacific Coast was a rey- 
elation to the Pennsylvania team, which 
was defeated by Oregon at Pasadena 
on New Year’s Day.

The Great Futurity Entry. 

A new era for the American turf 
appears to be foreshadowed by the 
nominations for the Futurity of 1919, 
which were announced during the past 
week. in numbers the nominations 
closely approached the record for this 
classic. But it is in. the quality of 
the nominations, rather than in quan- 
tity, that the latest list of possible 


contenders for the: greatest two-year- 
old race in America outclasses any pre- 
vious entry made, either to the Coney 
Island Jockey Club, which fathered the 
original fixture, or to the Westchester 
Racing Association, which has accepted 
the task of catering to the breeding 
industry since the Sheepshead Bay 
track was wiped off the cacing map. 

A perusal of the names of the stall- 
ions and mares detailed in the nomi- 
nations of the principal breeders shows 
that a determined effort is being made | 
to make amends by the introduction 
of new blood for the inroads on the 
thoroughbred stock of this country in 
past years. Following the crusade 
against racing in 1909 and 1910, many 
of the horses which had endowed the 
American turf With champions worthy 
to take rank in any company were sent 
abroad, where there was a market for 
racers of proved speed and stamina. 
The past few years have scen the sport 
revived in a measure, but there have 
been only spasmodic attempts to pro- 
cure from other countries animals qual- 
ified to take the place of those lost 
when the great desire was to sell and 
avoid the responsibility of holding valu- 
able horses without any apparent 
chance of their having racing engage- 
ments. The Futurity entry for 1919 
has changed all this, for sportsmen 
who have supported the turf in storm 
and sunshine, together with many new 
devotees, seem td, have been: imbued 
with the one idea of building up the 
thoroughbred industry to a plane that 
promises to be even higher than before 
the turf met with its crushing blow. 
It is evident, from the character of 
the foreign sires and mares named in 
the nominations, that agents’ sent 
abroad to procure recruits for racing 
here received carte blanche from nu- 
merous wealthy Americans and were 
unhampered by instructions _limitin 
their investments. The best blood o 
the English and French turf has been 
procured, and it is safe to say that 
never in the history of the Futurity 
or of any other race in this country 
has there been such a collection of 
world-famous horses named as is now 
in the list of horses whose progeny 
will be eligible for the Futurity to be 
run nearly three years hence. inners 
of the English Derby and other big 
classics are spread all over this list. 
Even if\foreign-bred youngsters fail of 
success when the great race is run, 
their inclusion in the ranka of American 
racers is sure to redound to the credit 
ef the American turf in years to come.

Outlook for Better Baseball.

All managers now admit that a long- 
term contract has a bad effect on the 
player. Knowing that his job is secure 
for two .or three seasons, he does not 
Put forth his best efforts. He becomes 
indifferent, not only ag far as his play- 


ing is concerned, but also in matters of 
discipline. The public cares little about 
what a player receives or for how many 
years he is signed: What the public 
does demand, however, is to see the bali 
Player do his best in the championship 
games. 

The public hag tolerated much indif- 
ferent playing with patience. Now that 
most of the-internal dissensions have 
been eliminated, the baseball fan will 
look for an improvement in the playing 
end of the game. It makes a baseball 
fan Gocttotty weary to see a star box- 
man amble into the box as if he were 
walking in_his sleep, and make no more 
effort to pitch than if. throwing the ball 
in batting practice. What the spectators 
Sunt is to see the players trying all the 

There will be few players in the major 
leagues thjs season with contracts which 
carry them over to next year. With 
the return of the one-year contract, the 
ployer. will know that he must hustle 
to keep his eee for the following sea- 
son. He ‘will not have the long-term 
contract with which to confront his 
manager if he fails to do his best. 

The Giants would probably have been 
reorganized long before last season if it 
had not been that Manager McGraw’s 
hands were tied because so many of his 
veterans held long-term contracts. Un- 
der the conditions it was impossible to 
trade or sell any of these players, for 
none of the other teams cared to 
burdened with the salaries which the 
New York club could afford to pay. 

An added incentive for better placing 
in the major 1 es this season will be 
the change in the rules in the world’s 
series, if they are carried out by the 
commission.

STATE AID FOR FARM BANKS. 
McAdoo Addresses Governors in Be- 
half of the New Bonds. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—_Secrétary Me- 
Adoo has written to the Governors of 
all the States urging them to recom- 
mend to their Legislatures the enact- 
ment of laws to make farm loan bonds 
legal investments for trust funds and 
savings banks in all cases where these 
bonds. are not now so recognized. Mr. 
McAdoo .has also written to various 
farm organizations in each State, re- 














questing that they co-operate with the 
vernors. 
In bis letter to. the Governors, Secre- 
tary McAdoo says: 

“In order to secure an ‘adequate sup- 
ply of money for-farm mortgage pur- 
poses the Federal Land Banks, will issue 
bonds. secured: by the deposit as - 
lateral of first mortgages on farm lands. 
The Farm Loan. act provides that thése 
bonds ‘ shall be a lawful inyestusent for 
all fiduciary and trust funds, a may 
be accepted as security for all public 
deposits.’ This, of course, relates onl 
to fidiciary and trust funds under the 
jurisdiction and control of the Federal 
Government. In. order to make these 
bonds lawful investments for trust 
funds and savings banks in the different 
States it is necessary that each State 
enact laws to ‘that effect, unless such 
laws are already in existence.’
